WHEN AN adult is physically ill 
in the home of the growing child, 
the child suffers from the loss of 
cheer. Then he cannot enjoy the 
normal opportunities for family 
fun, comradeship and emotional se- 
curity. A kind of pall hangs over 
him. How much greater is his loss 
in these directions when some adult 
of the family, especially a parent, 
is mentally ill. We can scarcely 
comprehend the heartaches to chil- 
dren incident to mental illness of a 
loved one. These tragedies may be 
most severe when the mental sick- 
ness is mild or while it is develop- 
ing without the rest of the family’s 
knowing what the trouble is. 


Beyond the age of 15, more are 
mentally ill than the number who 
are physically ill. On the average, | 
in the United States, every other 
bed in our hospitals is occupied by a 
mental patient.

WALLACE SEES EVILS IN 
SETTING OF CROP 
PRICES 


By FRED BAILEY 
United Press Staff Correspondent 
WASHINGTON, (l?—Agriculture 
Department officials have begun a 


campaign to head off enactment of 
any farm program which would pro- 
vide for dumping of American farm 
surpluses abroad. 

Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. 
Wallace is leading an administra- 
tion counter-drive against domestic 
allotment plans calling for price- 
fixing. Several midwestern congress- 
men of both parties are sponsoring 
them. 

The admunistration Strategy ap- 
pears to be to cling to the present 
farm program, for 1939, at least. 
Minor administrative amendments 
will be approved, but any major 
changes will be opposed, Wallace 
has announced. 


Recent speeches and statements 
by Wallace and his chief adminis- 
trative aids have been directed at 
what they consider to be the vulner- 
able spots of price-fixing schemes 
Wallace has warned that they 
would result in a “chaotic farm sit- 
uation.” 

Briefly, the domestic allotment 
plan would provide that the secre- 
tary of agriculture establish a fair 
price for farm products for home 
consumption and permit the re- 
mainder of unlimited production to 
be dumped abroad at whatever price 
lt would bring 

Administration opponents of. the 
plan assert that it would lead to un- 
precedented regimentation of agri- 
culture and distributors and to cer- 
tain failure, The cost to the govern- 
ment they argue, would not be pro- 
hibitive.
